Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Mr. Byorick went through the Office Action and pointed out some 
issues. He explained that figure 1 at least shows the separate power controllers for the devices at 106(1 )-(4). The 
examiner agrees that these elements show the separate power controllers and the objection to the drawings will be 
withdrawn. Applicant's attorney will amend the specification to provide a reference to the proper drawing for the 
elements referred to in paragraph 2 of the Office Action. With respect to the art rejection of claim 1 , applicant's attorney 
stressed that the claims are referring to core I/O functions associated with a system processor not the peripheral I/O 
shown in the Madonna reference.The examiner made no commitment as to whether this distinction is enough to 
overcome the Madonna reference. Applicant's attorney also suggested that Madonna is concerned with replacing failed 
line cards, not failed I/O cards. The examiner will consider these arguments when applicant files a response to the 
Office Action . 
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
